The Fiscal C»urt convened last 
Tuesday and adjourned Thursday 
afternoon. It was the spring meet- 
ing, at which time there is always a 
big lot of work to be disposed of. 

The first day the claims against 
tho county were allowed and other 
necessary orders made. 

Wednesday the question of drain- 
ing Swallow Soring was brought up 
and occasioned a great deai of dis- 
cussion. Mr. C. R. Adams, who 
own3 a farm near the spring, ( ffered 
to enter into a cjntracl with the 
county to drain the spring and keep 
it drained for the sum of $1,000. If 
he faiU to carry out hia contract, he 
is to return to the county what 
money he receives. For several years 
crops have been ruined by the over- 
flow of water from the spring and so 
regular have they been, that the 
owners of the Unds covered by water 
have had to dispense with that part 
of their farms for cultivation and 
the traveling public has had to drive 
a considerable distance out of the 
way to get to and from the city. 
Everything possible has been done 
by the county to do away with the 
trouble but has failed. The matter 
was under consideration Wednesday 
but the court failed to arrive at a 
decision as to what was best to be 
done. 

As pub ished in this paper ten days 
since the State board of appraisers, 
at a recent meeting, raised the as- 
sessed value of farming lanos 
and personal property in the county 
15 per cent on the $100. The 
court thinks this raise unjust and 
appropriated $7j to defray the ex- 
penses of a committee to go to Frank- 
fort and protect against this raise. 

The sum of $10,000 was appropri- 
ated for keeping the pikes cf the 
county in repair. 

There are eight Magisterial dis 
tricts in the countv. The court or- 
dered that $3,000 be allowed for 
road purposes in district 3 to 8 
inclusive. 

The plan of working the dirt roads 
in the county, which was adopted 
two or three years since, is regarded 
as the best of any that has ever been 
tried, and, by order of the court. 
Road Supervisor Coleman had adver- 
tised for farmers to submit bids for 
working the dirt roads extending 
along their premises, Wednesday 
some bids were opened, but, after 
much discussion, the court made an 
order which may be termed a new 
departure in road work. Tne order 
empowers each (Magistrate in con- 
junction with the Supervisor to make 
contracts for working the roads in 
his district. 

Thin is thought by some to be a 
great improvement and throws the 
responsibility of keeping the roads 
in good condition on each Magistrate, 
in place of the eight members hav- 
ing to look into the way the differeut 
members of the court are at- 
tending wo their duties as servants 
of the people. 

The Court has $33,000 to expend 
in road bui'ding and road improve- 
ments this year. As is well known 
more interest has been manifested 
in good roads during the past twelve 
months than in five years past. The 
County Crop Improvement Associa- 
tion is deeply interested in the mat- 
ter and the H. B. M. A. has been 
quite active in arousing the farmers 
to come to the aid of the Fiscal 
Court in road improvement all over 
the county.

of the large number of states, it is 
usually very difficult to grasp tbe 
broad typographical differences regard- 
ing population, agriculture and manu- 
factured by means of comparisons 
among Individual states and particu- 
larly so when they are arranged al- 
phabetically and thus separated from 
those with which tbey are geographic- 
ally related. For this reason the states 
have been grouped into nine well rec- 
ognized geographical divisions. Full 
statistics with necessary comments 
are presented for theBe divisions. IJe- 
eides. in the tables of statistics by 
states the latter are grouped geo- 
graphically, thus permitting easy com- 
parison among neighboring states. 

"Again, in tbe population statistics 
in the abstract, details as to each sub- 
ject are given for urban and rural 
communitteii separately. Fundamen- 
tal differences in industrial and so- 
cial life between cities and rural dis- 
tricts result in marked differences in 
the composition and characteristics of 
the population. In many cases it is 
Impossible to understand the differ- 
ences between states or sections of 
the country except through this dis- 
tinction between urban and rural pop- 
ulation. Very little use of this im- 
portant distinction was made in the 
population statistics of previous con- 
tuses." 

The most Important departure from 
previous methods of publication made 
at the thirteenth census ia the inclu- 
sion with the abstract of a supple- 
ment giving details for the particular 
state in which tbe person receiving 
the volume resides. This new feature 
Is likely to mset with marked ap- 
proval from the general public. It 
seems that the abstract is being Is- 
sued in aome fifty different editions 
with supplements for the different 
states. This scheme combines the ad- 
vantages of a condensed report of the 
most general results of the census 
with those of a detailed report for 
tbe counties, cities and other miuor 
civil divisions.

EXPLORERS DO GOOD WORK 

Husband and Wife Have Mapped Out 
Hitherto Unknown Regions In 
Northern India. 

The ITimalnyim explorers, Dr. and 
Mrs. Bullock Workman, recently ar- 
rived in Bnngnlore, India, from their 
last eventful expedition, after spend- 
ing a few days in Bombay, on their 
journey south. It is their intention 
to rest and recuperate in Bangalore 
for Bome weeks. They eovexed much 
new ground in their last expedition 
— 850 square miles — and all the 
mountains and glaciers have been 
mapped. Many new ascents were 
made, ranging from an altitude of 
19,000 feet to 21,000 feet, to say 
nothing of camping for five weeks at 
an elevation of 17,000 feet. By far 
the longest and largest glacier in 
Asia, the Siachen, has been accu- 
rately located, which is the party's 
most notable achievement. This took 
place after the explorers had discov- 
ered two new watersheds between the 
Indus and the Chinese Turkestan re- 
gion, and the return journey was ac- 
complish' (1 through a hitherto un-[ 
known pass. The main object of: 
the expedition was to complete the 
exploration of the Siachen glacier, 
which is fifty miles in length, in the 
Karakorum mountains. Not only 
was this achieved, but a connection j 
between the Siachen glacier and the 
still unexplored Kondus glacier ha.' 
been established.

to know that the 
founder of the 
society, Oliver H. 
K.lley, is still 
living In Wash- 
ington at the age 
of eighty-eight. It 
is 45 years since 
the society was 
first started, and 
it has grown 
steadily until it is today one of the 
largest secret organizations In the 
world, and wields a tremendous power 
In the ranks of the agriculturists. 
Oliver H. Kelloy was a clerk in the 



department of agriculture at Wash- 
ington when he conceived tho idea of 
founding the Patrons of Husbandry. 
He was deputized by the government 
in 1SC6 to make a tour of inspection 
thrciigh the southern states, to re- 
port upon their agricultural conditions 
and to advise as to the best means of 
improving them. The widespread 
demoralization of the farming popula- 
tion of the south, following the Civil 
war, convinced Kelley that organisa- 
tion was absolutely in r. :;sary for the 
farmer's self-protection, as well as 
for his advancement by the use of 
scientific methods of cutlivation and 
the enactment of laws favorable to the 
agricultural interests. 

Upon his return to Washington 
Kelley. with six others, established 
the National Grange of Patrons of 
Husbandry, in December, 1867.

Olive Culture Not New In California. 

Olive culture Is one of the oldest 
fruit Industries In California. Tho 
first orchard was planted In San Diego 
in 17GSI, and that county is a large 
producer of olives and olive oil. There 
are large orchards In other counties, 
and every year adds to the number of 
i r> >'h 

There are thirty-eight counties re- 
porting over 1.000 trees each, ranging 
from Shasta on the north to the Mex- 
ican line on the south. The number 
of trees, aa reported by the state 
board of equalisation, is about 1,200.- 
000 lu bearing. U>s Augeies leads 
with :;C0.S00 bearing trees. 

Statistics of this Industry are diffi- 
cult to obtain. It has not heretofore 
been attractive from a remunerative 
point of view, but the removal of com- 
petition with adult, rated nil by the 
pure food regulations has given It 
quite au impetus. Estimates of the 
production for 1910 range from 760,000 
to 900,000 gallons of olive oil and from 
1,000 000 to U50.000 gallons of pickled 
olives.

Dining and living rooma need a 
thorough turning out and swooping 
< nr«' a week, while every other week 
will usually suttee for bedrooms 11 
they are picked up. as It Is termed, 
each day— that Is, kept tidied and well 
dusted. 

Hofore sweeping a room It Is n good 
plan to remove aa many of the larg- 
er pieces of furniture as possible, es- 
pecially the upholstered kind. If this 
Is Impossible then each article should 
be covered with a dusting sheet, for 
If the dust once gets Into tufted fur 
nlture It Is very hard Indeed to get It 
out again. A soft brush will not re- 
move It. while a stiff one la apt to 
Injure the covering. , 

Carpets are much less used than 
formerly, rugs taking their place. To 
sweep a large rug or carpet first 
sprinkle with something damp to 
keep the dust from arising. To my 
thinking the very best thing Is a 
newspaper torn into small pieces and 
dampened, then sprinkled over the 
carpet. Sweep toward the middle of 
the room. Take up the dust In a pan, 
running the sweeper over to take up 
any that remains. Turn the rug up 
all the way around, and sweep the 
bare boards with a broom covered 
with a cotton flannel rag. 

The mistress can prepare the rooms 
so the maid can go on with the sweep- 
ing from room to room. The maid 
will remove heavy pieces, but the 
mistress will attend to the ornaments.

The piano is al- 
ways well covered to keep tho dust 
out. 

P>y the time the floors are swept 
the room done first will be ready for 
dusting. Mistress and maid can share 
this between them. The latter will 
clean the windows, dust off the pic- 
tures, brush the upholstered furniture 
and do any polishing. She will also 
attend to the floor beyond the carpet. 
This Is done the last thing before put- 
ting the furniture In place. 

The mistress will take care of ths 
decorative furnishings of the room; 
also the plants, the lamps and the 
books. 

Dustless dusters are the best kind 
to use. the feather duster about the 
worst — for obviouB reasons. 

Simple rugs are now used generally 
in bedrooms, and this simplifies the 
cleaning. Even a large one will not 
be too heavy to take up once a 
month or so and taken out of doors 
to be beaten. The floor can then be 
swept, wiped up with a damp cloth, 
and then rubbed with a good floor 
oil. 

The bed clothing must be placed 
on the windows or out of doors for a 
good airing, and all small articles can 
be dusted and placed on the bed un- 
der the dust sheets. 

Silver toilet articles should bo sent 
to the kitchen to be cleaned, and bed- 
room day Is a very good time to wash 
brushes and tidy the top bureau 
drawer. 



Stained Floors. 
It Is said that sawdust makes the 
best cleanser for a waxed or varnished 
floor that has become too dirty for the 
usual treatment. Soap and water * ill 
ruin the polish, but if clean sawdust 
Is scattered over the floor and a per- 
son gets down and uses a scrubbing 
brush with the same movements as 
though using water, every bit of dirt 
and soil will come away. The saw- 
dust Is then swept up and destroyed, 
and the floor polished In the genoraJ 
way.

Maple Fudge.

Cuban Stewed Chicken. 

Put In a stewpan half a cupful of 
pure olive oil, one chopped onion and 
a bruised clove of garlic. Cook until 
they begin to turn brown, when the 
chicken, divided as for fricassee, and 
a quarter of a pound of diced bacon 
shculd be added. When the chicken 
has cooked to a dellcato brown add 
a half dozen tomatoes, u bay leaf, a 
couple of cloves and a green pepper 
seeded and cut fine. Cover and cook 
slowly for half an hour. Add one 
pint cf boiling water and one cup of 
well washed rice, salt and pepper to 
taste. Cook until the rice has absorb- 
ed all the liquid, then place hack on 
the stove and let the rice steam foi 
twenty minutes longer. 



Novel Cake Container. 

A large earthen jar can bo used for 
safely Btoring pies, several layer cakes 
or loaves of fruit cake by this sys- 
tem of shelves. It is made by nailing 
two spools under four corners of a 
grape basket cover. Place one loaf 
of <ake on bottom of Jar, place a 
shelf over It and another cake on this 
with a Bhelf above and so on. The 
spools raise the boards Just high 
enough to protect the cake and the 
shelves are easily removed. The earth- 
en jar keeps the contents ln much 
better condition than does a tin or 
wooden cake box.
